Thursday and approved the rezoning of about 610
acres in the Dominguez-Carson area, The entire
parcel was rezoned for 3,000 single-family homes.
Macco Realty Corp. owns the property, The Do-
minguez Industrial Group, representing 42 firms in
the area, had protested the rezoning at a public
hearing held Dee. 17, 1964, At the same time, the
Regional Planning Commission was ordered to
study the area and “update and revalue” the 1961
land use plan for the area,
